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Town plans 14-quarter section annexation 

Didsbury’s bid the largest out of all MVC annexation requests

The Town of Didsbury’s hid for annexation is the 
largest of any involved in Mountain View County’s 
Intermunicipal Development Agreement. 

Dave Digtrick, a project consultant with Austem 
Consulting, a firm contracted by Mountain View County, 
confirms the town is eyeing a 14 quarter section annex¬ 
ation. 

“This is the largest annexation in terms of area,” he 
said. “Didsbury is looking at a number of lands for 
annexation. Some of them aren’t as developable as oth¬ 
ers (with coulees), but they encompass a large amount 
of land.” 

The application for annexation comes from a project¬ 
ed 20-year need for each municipality, which would 
include a five per cent growth each year. 

Annexation, the Intermunicipal Development 
Agreement, and a Memorandum for the documents are 
projects the Town of Didsbury and County of Mountain 
View have worked on for the past three years. 

The annexation process has involved the use of plan¬ 


ners employed by the C'ity of Airdrie. 

Town Chief Administrative Officer (CAO) Roy Brown 
says the Airdrie-based planners have been key in the 
process. 

“They have taken a huge role leading us in looking at 
our population growth, our projected population 
growth, needs within the town, both with a commercial 
and industrial basis, right down to things like servicing,” 
said Brown. 

Another focus of Brown and the Airdrie group was to 
maintain a vibrant downtown core. 

“It basically has to be physically centre so that your 
growth would go out,” said Brown, adding that munici¬ 
palities that expand to one side, tend to leave their 
downtown behind. 

“This has been a really exciting time, because we are 
leading the province with county and urban areas work¬ 
ing together for the mutual benefit of both,” said Brown 

Brown said the process allowed Mountain View 
County and the Town to have a better appreciation for 
their respective needs. 

“(A challenge was) being fair to both the town resi¬ 
dents and county residents. Treating everyone equally. 


It was difficult at times for County administration to 
understand the town’s position and at times it was diffi¬ 
cult for us to understand the county’s position,” said 
Brown. 

“We should be working together rather than compet¬ 
ing against one another," he said. 

According to Digtrick, the plan would affect approxi¬ 
mately 200 landowners in the county. 

Digtrick says planners are hoping to finalize the appli¬ 
cation prior to the upcoming municipal elections in 
October. 

Landowners looking for more information on the 
annexation can attend two upcoming information ses¬ 
sions hosted by the Didsbury Intermunicipal 
Development Plan Committee at the Mountain View 
County Office, July 10 and July 24. 

Digtrick said the committee will make a presentation 
on policies related to the proposed annexed land and 
land surrounding Didsbury, which will be followed by a 
question and answer session. 

Following the meetings planners and the county will 
sit down to discuss public feedback and determine if 
changes need to be made to the plan.

At the ceremony, MacNair, along with dignitaries

MacNair attended high school in Didsbury before 
joining the Royal Canadian Air Force at age 17. 

It was considered the most dangerous division of the 
military in WW II, MacNair trained as a turret gunner 
on Lancaster airplanes and took 25 flights with the 
R.C.A.F. 429 Squadron at Leeming and Yorkshire, 
before completing an additional 41 flights with the 
R A F. Pathfinder Force.

Not two-weeks 
after losing the "safe" seat held by 
former-Premier Ralph Klein, new- 
Premier Ed Stelmach has added 
three new associate ministers to his 
cabinet - one from Edmonton and 
two from Calgary. 

This move not only breaks a cam¬ 
paign promise, but contradicts state¬ 
ments Premier Stelmach has made 
since becoming premier. 

Here's a quick refresher: 

During the Alberta PC Party lead¬ 
ership race, Mr. Stelmach stated on 
his campaign website: "I believe that 
a smaller Cabinet executive that 
focused on the priorities of building 
a stronger Alberta, managing 
growth, and improving the quality of 
life is more effective in meeting the 
immediate challenges facing the 
province." 

Following-up on that campaign 
promise, on December 15, 2006 
Premier Stelmach announced his 
first cabinet. It was cut down to 10 
members (18 ministers plus 
Stelmach) from Ralph Klein's last 
cabinet of 25. 

In the news release, Premier 
Stelmach claimed he had listened to 
Albertans demands to reduce the 


At the time, the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation (CTF) 
applauded the move, suggesting 
Premier Stelmach had just passed 
his first test of leadership. The CTF 
even went as far as to suggest a 
streamlined, efficient and effective 
cabinet was a hopeful precursor to a 
more streamlined, efficient and 
effective government. 

In 1992, when Premier Ralph Klein 
took over the reigns of the Alberta 
government from a waning and 
directionless Premier Don Getty, 
Klein immediately cut the size of his 
first cabinet from Getty's 27 mem¬ 
bers to 17. 

Premier Klein set the tone by cut¬ 
ting his cabinet, followed it up by 
eliminating the gold-plated MLA 
pension plan, and introduced laws 
to balance the budget, pay-off the 
debt and end money-losing corpo¬ 
rate welfare schemes. 

But as Klein's cabinet grew from 
17 to 25, so did their spending and 
the size of the Alberta government. 

Premier Stelmach's commitment 
to a smaller cabinet was welcome 
news at the time, but the joy was 
apparently short lived, as Premier 
Stelmach clearly felt more hands 
around the cabinet table, each ask¬ 
ing for more money, was somehow 
necessary. 

Beyond this, the cabinet increase 


The bottom line is if the Premier 
believed his current cabinet wasn't 
doing the job, that's fine, but then he 
should have thrown out the dead¬ 
weight. If on the other hand, he 
believed he needed more voices 
around the cabinet table from urban 
areas, that's fine, but then he should 
have removed some rural ones. 

Simply increasing the size of his 
cabinet was the wrong move and 
taxpayers should hope it 's not a sign 
of things to come.

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Didsbury Horse Show celebrates 45 years 

Archival presentation, vaulting demonstration part of July 13 -15 show 


The Didsbury Agricultural Society is hosting a 45th 
anniversary celebration this weekend. 

Events kick off Friday evening with a wine ami cheese 
event that organizers say will both rekindle memories 
and celebrate equestrian athleticism. 

At 7 p.m. on Friday, an archival presentation will be 
made showcasing the horse show’s history in Alberta’s 
horse community. 

It will be followed by a demonstration by the Meadow 
(’reek Vaulting Club. 

Equestrian vaulting can be described as the sport that 
combines gymnastics and dance with horses. Vaulters 
learn to perform moves similar to gymnastics and dance 
on a moving horse, at the walk, trot and canter. 


The Meadow Creek Vaulting Club 

The Meadow Creek Vaulting Club was started in 2001 
after the Van der Sluijs family moved to Olds, Alberta. 
Jeanine and Angelique van der Sluijs had been involved 
with vaulting for many years back in the Netherlands 
before the family moved to Canada. Upon arriving here, 
they were hoping to find an active vaulting club in the 
area. 

After they discovered that vaulting was practically 
unheard of, they decided to start up a club of their own. 
Jeanine, Angelique and Marijke (their mother) soon took 
the Coaching Course and became Certified Vaulting 
Coaches. 

Head coach Jeanine coaches all the members. 


Angelique and Marijke are responsible for lungeing the 
horses during practices, shows and competitions, as 
w ell as some coaching. Angelique also trains all the hors¬ 
es we use in the club specifically for vaulting. 

The club currently has 20 active members and vaults 
on four different horses. At the moment we use Kavalia, 
an Oldenburg-Trakehner cross of 16.2 hands, as our 
main canter horse; Zesta Tango, a Suffolk of 17.1 hands, 
as our walk, trot and team horse; Don, a Percheron of 
17.0 hands, as our walk and team horse; and Ringo, a 
cross of 16.0 hands, as our walk horse for the younger 
vaulters. 

The actual horse show will be held Saturday and 
Sunday at the Didsbury Exhibition Grounds.

Didsbury town council adopted the Municipal 
Development Plan (MDP) June 19. 

The plan is described by Town of Didsbury Planning 
and Development Officer Robert Wigg as a motherhood 
document 

“It’s the first document that we use locally to define how 
development takes place in the future," he said. 

Didsbury had an existing MDP, but council decided a 
year ago that the document should be revisited. 

Council found that the document was appropriate, but 
needed to be revised in many ways, said Wigg. 

“It was important that this document be consistent with 
council’s desire for development in the fu ture,” 

A major Didsbury development called Fieldstone has 
already been affected by the new guidelines and expecta¬ 
tions of developers for area structure plans are higher 
than ever before, said Wigg. 

“It’s a much more detailed document than we have 
required in the past that now sets the bar for the future,” 
he said. 

A key to the new MDP is a focus on improving overall 
densities. 

“Council is conscious that we would like to see a densi¬ 
ty that is more sustainable for the future in terms of hous¬ 
ing,” said Wigg. 

“There’s a desire to have nice, big, sprawling lots - but 
those aren’t very affordable from a municipal point of

view when it comes to infrastructure and serving." 

Two amendments have already been made to the MDP, 
at the council meeting July 3. 

During the public hearing process for the MDP, a resi¬ 
dent expressed concerns over the document re-stricting 
allowance for utilizing wells or septic systems. 

“The previous wording was a bit too confining,” said 
Wigg. 

While the preference continues to be use of municipal 
services, council “softened the wording" to allow poten¬ 
tial for servicing old lots or reservicing new lots with 
wells and septic systems. 

“The plan is designed to be changed,” said Wigg. “That’s 
the idea.” 

Wigg says he feels the MDP will survive elections, but 
expects future councils to review the document every 
three to five years. 

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy Moore says the MDP is an 
important piece to a much broader document called the 
Municipal Sustainability Plan. 

“Our hope is to plan the long-term future of Didsbury in 
a way that incorporates not just infrastructure and com¬ 
munity planning, but includes the values and culture that 
we want to retain,” said Moore. 

“We want it to provide the quality of life, social, environ¬ 
mental, and economic climate that will make that possi¬ 
ble in an intermunicipal region where all residents bene¬ 
fit.” 

All towns over the population of 3,500 must develop an 
MDP. 


Land use and development 

A major change is the establishment of a new 
planning hierarchy for the Town through which 
Area Structure Plans and Area Redevelopment 
Plans are required prior to the development of 
new existing lands. 

Residential development 

Changes to Didsbury and overall housing costs 
means there is an opportunity and need for the 
town to encourage a variety of housing styles with 
affordable options. 

Commercial development 

It is a primary goal to maintain the downtown 
core as a focus for commercial activity. 

Automobile and non-automobile connections to 
the town's transportation system and adequate 
Pfirk-tog and circulation systems are essential to 
the downtown’s success. 

Industrial development 

The plan encourages growth in the industrial 
sector, but uses should primarily take the form of 
clean light industries, value-added industries, and 
industries serving the surrounding agricultural 
community.

It was mesmerizing the way 
Tommy’s arms moved up and 
down with such furiousness, 
conducting his team of horses in 
a symphony unlike any other. 

As Tommy’s rig rounded the 
final comer, sitting two wagons 
behind the leader, he began hol¬ 
lering “haaaa”, louder and loud¬ 
er, bouncing in his seat. 

His team picked up another 
gear and passed one wagon, 
then another, with such ease. 

It seemed incomprehensible 
that right there, before my 
eyes,Tommy Glass became a 
Calgary Stampede Champion. 

Of course, he had won the 
Stampede Rangeland title once 
before, in 1983, but this was the 
first time I had seen it. 

That was the big time for a 
seven-year-old and even bigger 
because 1 understood that he 
was family. 

Tommy is my mom’s cousin. 

Their grandfather, Tom 
Lauder, was the second-ever 
Calgary Stampede Rangeland 


It was neat to get 
a little taste of 
my family 
history, however 
miniature the 
version might 
have been. 


Derby champion in 1924. He 
went on to win the title two 
more times. 

My grandfather, Jim Lauder, 
helped many a chuckwagon driv¬ 
er into the winner’s circle as an 
outrider. He was a member of 
the winning team seven times at 
the Stampede between 1959 and 
1967. 

And now, of course, Jason 
Glass and Chad and Colt 
Cosgrave have carried on the 
family tradition, becoming 
fourth-generation competitors. 

For awhile I silently wished I 
could be an outrider. 

1 knew already a jockey career 
was probably out of the question 
because I was sprouting like a 
weed, and I had never seen a 
female driver, but outriders 
could be taller and I didn’t think 
being a girl would cause any 
problems. 

At some point I grew out of 
that dream. I didn’t become a vet 
or an astronaut either. 

But standing there in 1987 
holding the fence, every muscle 
in my body tensed as I cheered 
Tommy across the line, it’s all I 
wanted to be a part of. 

I never could have imagined 
that 20 years later 1 too would be 
sitting in the driver’s seat of a 
chuckwagon in Calgary, yelling 
“team, hup.” 

But that’s exactly where I 
found myself this past Friday 
morning. 

The opportunity arose a cou¬ 
ple of months ago when my 
boyfriend’s mom Sharon and sis¬ 
ter Rebecca, who are chuck¬ 
wagon drivers too, said they 


were in need of a third driver for 
the Calgary Stampede. 

Being used to sitting on the 
backs of horses and having 
never actually driven them 
before, I was tentative, but it 
seemed like it could be fun, so I 


said yes. 

It wasn’t exactly the 
Rangeland Derby and the wagon 
was a bit smaller. The horses, 
come to think of it, were a bit 
smaller too...like say, chest 
height to Tommy’s horses. 


Yes, I was going to be driving a 
miniature chuckwagon pulled by 
two miniature horses in the 
Calgary Stampede parade. 

I took to training shortly there¬ 
after, learning all about harness¬ 
es, hames and yokes. 

Rebecca handed me the reins 



and directed me down the back 
roads of Delburne. 

My guinea pig horses, Cole and 
Gaffer seemed to be testing me. 
Cole was living up to his nick¬ 
name of Eeyore, trudging along

like maybe I was inconvenienc¬ 
ing him. Little Gaffer, on the 
other hand, was looking for a 
runaway. 

If he wasn’t the size of a large 
dog, I might have been con¬ 
cerned, but I was still left ques¬ 
tioning my driving skills. 

When we got back to the bam 
and started unharnassing, 
Rebecca noticed I had hooked 
one of Gaffer’s reins to his halter 
instead of his bridle. 

That explained a lot. He could¬ 
n’t feel the pressure on the bit 
because there was none. So it 
turned out he wasn’t looking to 
run away so much as trying to 
tell me he wasn’t hooked up 
properly. 

I wondered briefly if I hadn’t 
inherited the driving skills and 
was sure my great-grandfather 
was chuckling from Heaven. 

But I brushed it off and after 
that things went more smoothly. 

My parade debut took place in 
Sundre. This time I checked and 
double-checked everything was 
properly in place.
